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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 

the invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the elements. See MPEP 
§ 2172.01. The omitted elements are: element that reduces the turning angle when the grass 
collection box contains much grass; the switching mechanism with the aid of the manual 
operation member appears to be able to increase the angle of the collection box, but it is unclear 
how it can also reduce the turning angle when the box contains much grass. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Reilly 
(4476668). 

cl. 1 : traveling body with mowing mechanism (10, 12); collection box (52) pivotally connected 
to the traveling body (see pivot rod 82 received in the mounting holes in the brackets 72, 74 that 
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is mounted on the mower frame 14, in other words part of the traveling body); manual operation 
member (handle 98, pivotable about a stationary axis compare fig 3 & 4); interlock mechanism 
(brackets 72, 74, support 40, connecting the manual operation member & the box with each 
other) includes a switching mechanism (shock absorber 176) that increase or reduces the tuming 

angle of the box (fig 4 when much grass & fig 3 when less grass); 

cl. 3: box support frame (14); support plate (lower cross members 18, 20 & brackets 72, 74); 
bad made of net / cloth (rotocast plastic net/cloth, col. 2, In 62-63); the support plate is pivotally 
connected to the box (see pivoting about pivot rod 82), the other end is connected to the support 
frame via a buffer which resists against the pivotal movement of the support plate (hook 108 & 
latch 50); 

cl. 4: the buffer comprises a spring (114). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 2 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new groimd(s) of rejection.
